Oakland City Is Annexed 
by Council. 


Question of New City Limits 
and Division Into Wards Is 
Settled So Far as Council Is 
Concerned—Amendment of 
Charter Comes Next.

Greater Atlanta Is now composed of 
ten wards: 

Oakland City and some other new 
territory have been annexec. 

This was so decreed by a vote of the 
general council yesterday afternoon. 

A charter amendment will have to 
be secured from the legislature. The 
néw division of wards will go into ef- 
fect January !, 1910. 

The ordinance redistricting the city 
into ten wards was taken up as unfin- 
ished business. — 

A communication was first read from 
the Oakland City council in which it 
was stated that that town would not 
consent to become a part of Atlanta 
unless it was made to constitute a ward 
all by itself. 

A resolution from the redistricting 
committee was read in which Oakland 
City was annexed, with territory to the 
west of West End, to the south of the 
city, known as Brownsville, to the 
southwest of the city and to the north 
of the present eighth ward. This reso- 
lution provided that the new ward lines 
should not interfere with the term of 
any member of the present council. 

All of this territory is to be annexed 
on January. !, 1910. The only thing 
promised Oakland was a water main to 
cost about $8,000. It was contemplated 
for this main to serve Fort McPherson 
with water. 

Alderman Grant moved that all re- 
ports and resolutions from the redis- 
tricting committee be referred to that 
committee. The motion was lost. 

The resolution taking in Oakland City 
and other territory was adopted by a 
vote of 20 to 4. Those voting ‘‘no’’ were 
Grant, Johnston, Amorous and Foster. 

The new redistricting ordinance was 
then adopted.

While his trial was pending he and 
John Harper, Tower prisoner convict- 
ed of murder, managed to escape from 
the Tower by sawing tprough several 
doors, ahd out a window of the third 
floor. ’ They inserted wooden bolts. in 
the doors and used blankets tied to- 
gether to swing to the ground. 

Barton went to Bessemer, Ala., and 
Harper to Tennessee, where they were 
caught.

WAS DIVORCE DAY 
AT COURT HOUSE 


ThreeTotal Decrees, One 
Favorable Verdict and 
Two New Suits. 


It wag divorce day with the superior 
court on yesterday, the beginning of 
the March term, more than a half 
dozen mismated couples occupying the 
attention of both Judge Pendleton and 
Judge Ellis, Judge Ellis granted total 
divorces in three cases, and the jury in 
the fourth returned a favorable ver- 
dict. Judge Pendleton received two 
petitions, one for total divorce and the 
other for alimony, and set the day for 
the hearing of both. 

The petition of Mrs. Marian Speer 
Jackson to remove the disabilities im- 
posed upon her by her intermarriage 
with Renfroe Jackson, who was last 
year granted a total divorce from her, 
was granted by Judge Ellis, and her 
maiden name of Marian Speer will be 
restored to her. 

Renfroe Jackson was granted a total 
divorce from his wife on May I1, 1908, 
by Judge John Pendleton, but she was 
denied the right to enter into marriage 
contract again. In her petition Miss 
Speer said she was still a young wom- 
an, and that the restoration of her 
maiden name would be better for both 
society and her former husband. She 
was represented by Attorneys Cleve- 
land & Goodrich and Harvey Hill. 

Total Divorce, Granted, 

A total divorce was granted to Mrs. 
Eunice Jackson from C. F. Jackson by 
Judge Ellis following the two concur- 
rent and favorable verdicts rendered 
by juries at separate terms of the 
court, the last of which was rendered 
a little while before the decision was 
made. Mrs. Jackson based her suit 
on the grounds of abandonment, claim- 
ing that her husband left her June Il, 
1904, only a few months after their 
marriage, which took place Febrvary 2 
of that year. Mrs.. Jackson was given 
the right to marry again, the same 
privilege being denied Jackson, Hines 
& Jordan and Jere M. Moore were at- 
torneys for Mrs. Jackson. 

Mrs. Attie L. Coker was granted a 
total divorce from Edward G. Coker 
by Judge W. D. Ellis, of the superior 
court, and her maiden name of Attie 
L. Dryman was restored to her. Coker 
was denied the right to marry again. 
The grounds for the divorce were based 
on the fact that Coker had deserted 
his wife without cause on November 
23, 1904. Mrs. Coker was represented 
by Attorney W. H. Terrell. 

Following two concurrent’ verdicts, 
made at separate terms of the superior 
court, Judge Ellis granted a total di- 
vorce to Emmett Bryant from Hattie 
Bryant, both parties being given the 
right to enter into a marriage con- 
tract again. Bryant, who was repre- 
sented by Frank Reagan, attorney, 
claimed that he had been forced into 
marriage with the defendant by her 
mother, Mrs. Jane Lindsey. The mar- 
riage occurred at Rex, Ga., on April 
it, 1699. 

The case of Mrs. Helen E. Johnson, 
who, on August |, 1908, filed a suit 
for total divorce against Charles D. 
Johnson, was given a hearing before 
Judge Ellis. The jury returned a fa- 
vorable verdict. Mrs. Johnson is rep- 
resented ‘by Attorney Walter McEl- 
reath, and bases her suit on the 
grounds that her husband is habitually 
intoxicated. 

Suit for Divorce. 

Mrs. W. G. Sharkey, formerly Miss 
Jackie Hollingsworth, filed a suit for 
total divorce against W. G. Sharkey, the 
stone contractor, asking the oustody of 
her 10-year-old son, Patrick Henry 
Sharkey, and temporary and permanent 
alimony. The date for the hearing was 
set by Judge Pendleton for March 6, and 
a temporary restraining order was is- 


sued again Sharkey from speaking to or 
interfering with Mrs. Sharkey or the 
child. : 

Mrs. Sharkey claims that dfter her 
marriage to Sharkey, on August |, !89/, 
she discovered that he was possessed of 
a very high temper, and that he made no 
sort of effort to control it. She says he 
inflicted considerable abuse upon her, 
and that he would call her all kinds of 
names and would apply to her the vilest 
of epithets, telling her that she was a 
villain and that she would stoop to the 
lowest kind of acts. She says that he 
would curse hér, and on two occasions 
slapped her. She says that she finds it a 
physical and mental impossibility for her 
to longsr live with Sharkey in safety. 
Mrs. Sharkey says in her petition that 
she is a dressmaker, and that her re- 
sources will enable her to educate anda 
maintain the necessary wants of tns 
child. She says Sharkey draws a good 
income as a stone contractor and from 
his interests in the stone industry.

Appalachian Bill Is Passed 
by the House. 


There Were 157 Votes for 


the Measure and 147 
Against—Measure Was At- 
tacked as Viciouswby Cer- 
tain Members.

Washington, March 1!1.—(Special.)— 
The house today passed a forest re- 
serve bill. It was a measure which 
did not meet the wishes of the repre- 
sentatives from Georgia nor of any of 
those who really desired a forest re- 
serve established in the southern Ap- 
palachians. The senate has already 
passed qa bill and will reject the house 
buncome measure. 

Sop to New Engiand Republicans. 

The bill was merely a sop to the re-’ 
publicans of New England who have 
been clamoring for the creation of a 
forest reserve in the White mountains. 
These two projects have been linked 
and for the past decade an attempt has 
been made to have congress authorize 
the purchase of lands in these meun- 
tains for forest reserves. Speaker 
Cannon has been the inveterate enemy 
of the Appalachian forest reserve, Its 
advocates feel that they have won a 
victory in getting favorable considera- 
tion of this measure. Though it does 
not give them what they want, they 
welcome this crumb. 

The bill passed the house by a vote 
of 157 to 147. It creates a commission 
of nine members to locate reserves. Alb 
the members may be of the same polit- 
ical party. They are not. mostricted to 
any particular localif® 7 securing land \ 
for reserves. The original bill car- 
ried an appropriation of $5,000,000 for 
securing land on the watersheds in 
the Appalachian and White mountains. 
Speaker Cannon would not let this be 
brought up in the house for considera- 
tion. | 

) Terms of the Bill, 

By the terms of the bill, the national 
forest reservation commission is cre- 
ated to acquire by purchase or con- 
demnation, the lands needed to pro- 
mote, or to protect the navigability of 
streams along whose watersheds they 
lie. The house bill, a substitute for 
that of the senate, will now go to con- 
ference. 

The bill is general in its scope. It 
permits the acquirement of lands in 
any part of the United States, where 
such acquisition can be shown to -be 
advisable to the national forest reser- 
vation commission, created by it, after 
the geological survey has determined 
that such acquisition will promote, or 
protect the navigability of streams on 
whose *watersheds the lands lie. 

Originally the bill was designed to 
cover the Appalachian and White 
mountains, but the house substitute 
makes its provisiong applicable to all 
States. 

Mr. Weeks, of Massachusetts, who, in 
conjunction with Mr. Lever, of South 
Carolina, reported the measure, explain- 
ed in details its purposes,,.and called 
attention to what he said was the par- 
amount importance of enacting such 
legislation. He was plied from. all 
sides with questions regarding the meth- 
od of acquiring the lands, and said 
that it would be done by purchase and 
condemnation. 

Bill Is Attacked, 

In opposing the bill, Mr. 
California, declared that it not 
looked to aporopriations “truly ap- 
palling in magnitude, but attempts to 
change the policy of the government in 
very important particulars.” 

“It is one of the most vicious meas- 
ures ever presented to this house,’’ as- 
serted Mr. Madden, of Illinois. He said 
it provided for an expenditure of money 
for a purpose not needed, and at a time 
when the treasury was bankrupt. Should 
the bill become a law, he declared, the 
future campaign issue would be based 
on how much land the candidates ‘for 
congress could sell to the United States 
Sooner. or later, he 
predicted, a great scandal would grow 
out of the legislation.

In England and Wales there are 9,672,- 
200 depositories in postal savings banks 
(over a quarter of the whole popula- 
tion), and their balances average $70.72 
each.

Since 187! our various postmasters 
general have uniformly recommended 
the adoption of a similar system in the 
United States. Our present. efficient 
postmaster general, George von Il 
Meyer, is, with exceptional enthusiasm 
and vigor, urging the passaf&e of senate 
bill 6484. Quoting its exact language, 
this bill provides for the establishment 
of “postal savings depositories for de- 


security of the government for payment 
thereof and for other purposes.”

There are over 65,000 postoffices in 
this country; 40,000 of these have the 
authority to issue money orders, and 
are, theréfore, embraced in provisions 
of bill S-6484. There are 6,82! presi- 
dential postoffices, to which the post- 
master general may at first restrict the 
savings feature. Even this number is 
five times as great as the number of 
savings banks in the United States, 
which is 1,415. The postoffices have thé 
advantage of being distributed fairly 
well throughout the country, whereas, 
on the contrary, about three-quarters 
of the savings banks of the United 
States are in the eastern and middle 
states. It is a rather striking fact that 
98 4-10 per cent of the deposits in our 
cavings banks are in fourteen states 
(the six New England states, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Ohto, Illinois, Iowa and Cali- 
fornia), whereas in the 
thirty-two states and all territories 
there are ony ! 6-!I0 per cent of the de- 
posits of all the savings banks of the 
country. 

This is conclusive evidence that the 
highly prosperous western and southern 
states have, at present, comparatively 
little opportunity to reach savings 
banks, and thus they lose an incentive 
to economy which the proposed pvstal 
savings system would supply... The ex- 
perience of all other countries has 
proven that it is beneficial fo the peo- 
ple to have postal savings depositories 
within easy access, so that their savings 
may earn interest and be absolutely se- 
cure; In timeg of prosperity this plan, 
by encouraging saving, helps to make 
better men and more: substantial citi- 
zens, the stimulus to habits of economy 
and thrift, reducing the tendency to dis- 
sipation and vice, Again, in times of 
business depression, the faith of the 
people in their government tends to pre- 
vent panic, which would be more likely

A communication was read from the 
mayor, in which he recommended that 
the city provide a site for the Wirz mon- 
ument, as the Atlanta chapter of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy believed 
the monument could be brought here. 
Alderman Grant introduced a. resolution 
for the appointment of a committee to 
find a site and to so notify the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, who meet in 
Atlanta next week. 

‘A report was received from the elec- 
tion managers on the election to make 
that portion of DeKalb annexed to At- 
lanta a part of Fulton. The city has 
been enjoined from certifying to the 
election until after March 6, when the 
petition for an injunction will be finally 
heard by the judge of the superior court. 

Aldermen Grant and Candler intro- 
duced a resolution for al? ordinances and 
resolutions regarding a change of the 
city charter be referred to the charter 
revision committee.

They were there 
and we were not. We have no living 
witness to that killing. The defense 
simply wants to know how much we 
know and we object to their trying to 
get at our evidence. If they want to put 
Dr. Glasgow on the: stand, under oath, 
then, all right. We are willing, but they 
have no right to try to find out just how 
much of the truth we know. We would 
have the same right to call Dr. Yucius 
Burch and question him as to the’wound 
inflicted upon his brother-in-law, but we 
did nof have the nerve.

@aid that we had decided not to put Dr. 
Glasgow on the stand. at is untrue, 
we are handling the case in our own 
Way and we propose to follow our own 
methods.

“I instruct the doctor,” said Judge 
Hart, “that it is not improper not to talk, 
but it is proper to talk if he wishes.’’ 

“T ask if I am ordered to talk?” said 
Dr. Glasgow. “I am employed by an- 
other man and without his consent 1 
cannot talk. I feel that I got the in- 
formation in confidence and as a pro-

Doctor Refuses to Talk. 

“The doctor refuses to talk to us un- 
jess Instructed to do so by the counsel 
for the state,’’ said Judge Anderson.

Hart. “I never heard it raised before, 
The state claims Dr. Glasgow as a pro- 
fessional expert, paid by it.

“We understand then you do not 
order thé witness to talk to the coun- 
sel for defense?” 

“Not just now,” said the court. 

“We protest and will protest that 
the witness shall not be ordered to 
|@ive information to the defense. We 
| employed Dr. Glasgow in a profes- 
sional capacity to aid us.; We still 
have rebuttal testimony to offer.” 

The state consulted a moment, 
said: 

“We believe the court has no right 
to order Dr. Glasgow to talk, but if 
the defense will pay us back what we 
paid for Dr. Glasgow's services, we 
consent to their conferring with him.” 

“If we decide to use the doctor as 
a witness, we will reimburse 
state,” said Judge Anderson. 

“No, you won't; you will reimburse 
us before you talk to him,” said the

Judge Hart Ashamed. 


“IT am very much ashamed of the 
transaction—the whole transaction,” 
said Judge Hart quietly to the press 
table, “but it is out of my jurisdiction,” 

Counsel for state thereupon took 
possession of Dr. Glasgow and retired 
for consultation with him. 

After the conferenee, which was 
short, ' the defense called Dr. G. B. 
Edwards to the stand. The doctor 
made an X-ray photograph of Robin 
Cooper’s shoulder to learn whether or 
not the bullet was still in the body. 
The doctor was called upon to qualify 
as an expert by telling what an X-ray 
was. He did so in scientific terms, to 
the great disgust of the jury, which 
is not above the ordinary in intelli- 
gence. He produced X-ray photos of 
a number of people, showing bullets 
still in the body; then the one of Rob- 
in’s shoulder, disclosing no buliet. The 
jurors gazed at the photographs cu- 
riously, then glanced at one another 
as though to inquire whether anyone 
really believed such a thing as an 
X-ray picture was possibfe. 

On cross-examination, Dr. Edwards 
said he was of the belief, from the scar 
on Robin's shoulder, that the bullet 
never entered the body, but merely 
plowed through the flésh.

Tells of Autopsy on Carmack’s Body. 

“Dr. McPheeters Glasgow.” 

The doctor is a strikingly big man, 
dignified and slow in his movements. 
He said he had a speaking acguain- 
tance with Senator Carmack. 

“IT performed an autopsy om Sen- 
ator Carmack’s body at Attorney Gen- 
eral McCarn’s request on Novem- 
ber 1!7.”" 

“How did you find the body?” 

“In a fairly good shape. The grave 
had been opened and the body was on 
a table, stripped ready for the autop- 
sy. I was assisted by Dr. Harrington 
Mohr. I had seen Mr. Carmack’s body 
after death and found two wounds 
made by the undertaker after I had 
seen it. These wounds were made in 
embalming. 

‘There was one wound two inches be- 
low the left nipple and qne inch to the 
inside; the bullet passed through the 
heart. Four and one-half inches below 
the right nipple and one inch outside 
‘was a wound from which a bullet had 
been taken. An inch from the left me- 
dian line of the neck was another wound 
which was black; the others were clean. 
The bullet came out of the mouth, two 
teeth being loosened and held by the 
lips only. 

‘The third wound entered the chest 
between the fourth and (fifth ribs, 
pierced the heart, wounded the ventrical 
and passed downward and forward 
through the liver and reached the skin 
between the sixth and seventh ribs. The 
bullet was cut out from beneath the 
skin.” 

‘When did you see the senator first?’’ 

“T saw him when he was lying on the 
street, saw him at the undertaker’s es- 
tablishment, and saw him at the reopen- 
ed grave in Columbia.” 

‘That is all; take the witness.” 

“We will not cross-examime now,” said 
the state's counsel, “but we reserve the 
right to do so leter.” 


Any of the Wounds Fatal. 

The defense wished a technical de- 
scription of the wounds to prove its con- 
tention that any one of them would 
have been instantly fatal. 

The defense believes it has established 
that Senator Carmack did fire two shots, 
and that, if he fired them, he must have 
fired them before any one of the shots 
Robin Cooper fired entered his body. 

William Kinney, a traveling salesman, 
who had a room in the Polk apartment 
house overlooking the scene of the kill- 
ing, heard the shots. Two came to- 
gether and were ioud, he said. Then 
there was an interval, and three shots 
came very rapidly. 

Charles P. Hayden was then called. 
He went to Attorney James Bradford's 
office the afternoon of the tragedy, about 
3 o'clock. He had to wait half an 
hour in Miss Lee’s office. He saw Mr. 
Bradford and General Tully Brown 
leave the office, and was there when 
the news of the killing reached the of- 
fice. He said he noted nothing unusual 
about either Mr. Bradford or General 
Brown. 


Autematic Gun Identified.

STRENGTHEN STOCKS. 


Bears Bought Heavily of Read- 
ing to Reduce Short Lines 
—Copper Group Strong. 


New York, March !.—Extensive cov- 
ering of short contracts was the ac- 
cepted cause for much of the strength 
in the stock mar&et today. This was 
notably the case in Reading, in which 
there has come to be a continuing spec- 
ulation based on assumptions. of the 
forthcoming decision of the supreme 
court in the coal road case. Ag Mon- 
day is decision day with that court, 
the bears bought heavily of Reading 
before the court convened to reduce 
their very extensive short lines in the 
stock. The result was a 5-point rise 
in Reading, bringing it. to within 2 
points of the level from which last 
Tuesday's 10%-point downward plunge 
Was made. e buying of this stock 
Was not accompanied by any all 
information that the supreme court 
would decide in favor of the railroads. 
The speculative covering of shorts in 
Reading ceased when the court had 
convened, and it became known that 


no decision in the case would be hand-, 


ed down today. While the rise in 
Reading constituted an important sym- 
pathetic inftuence on the whole list, 
the firm tone was extended beyond the 
reaction in Reading. There was no 
important selling of stocks at any time 
to serve as an obstacle to rising prices, 
making the buying that much more ef- 
fective. An effective factor in sustain- 
ing the market was the strength of 
the copper group. This was ‘due to 
the insistent reports in circulation of 
some large sales of refined copper for 
export which had been e ted, and 
assertions that specifications’ now in 
hand promised early sales of even 
larger amounts for “orward delivery. 
These sales, it was alsv alleged, were 
being closed at prices above those of 
recent sales. Copper quotations at the 
imetal exchange and in London were 
advanced. That the reports regai ding 
the copper trade developments were 
anonymous, and the parties to the ai- 
leged transactiong unnamed, threw 
some suspicion about the sales, but 
they proved efficacious in prompting 
large buying of the stocks concerned 
in that trade. The effect was bene- 
ficial on all the meta] stocks, United 
States Steel included. Nothing was 
learned of any definite developments 
in the stee] trade to change the con- 
ditions of price-cutting and still lag- 
gard demand from consumers in that 
trade. The rise in United States Steel 
Was encouraged by the news from 
Washington that the senate would take 
no action on the investigation of the 
circumstances connected with the 
merger of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company with the United States Steel 
Corporation. The announcement that 
the advances in transcontinental freight 
rates, which went into effect on Jan- 
uary |, were to be resciinded in part, 
seemed to be viewed with contentment, 
although the prospect of there ad- 
vances was an effective factor In lift- 
ing prices of stocks. The early re- 
turns of railroad net earnings for Jan- 
uary, Of which but few have been re- 
ceived, gave satisfactory comparisons. 
The Harriman Pacifics were sustained 
by the belief that their Janvary earn- 
ings would be reported tomorrow. 
Foreign influences were propitious to 
the market, the quieting political out- 
look joining with the easing money 
markets to bring this about. In our 
own money market the call loan divi- 
sion was sensibly affected by last 
week’s heavy cash withdrawals by the 
monthly settlement requirements and 
presumably by the subscriptions to the 
Argentine loan. The $9,730,000 allot- 
ment to the United States was offered 
and oversubscribed before noon. It is 
now apparent that the placing of this. 
re has affected the large outgo 

of gold from New York to Buenos 
Ayres. The strong tone of the market 
was impaired before the end of the 
day by realizing gales and by ‘sub- 
sidence of demand.

It is ordered that rule 6 of this court be so 
changed and amended as to read as follows: 

Rule 5. Argument.—Argument is limited, in 
“misdemeenors and in cases originating in jus-
